The may rs of 
neighboring cities do not hesitate to send pau- 
pers to other places, but we ship them back 
again,and we are no way bash{ul about sending 
our compliments with them. The city of At. 
lanta spent less for transportation of paupers 
and te relieve the deserving poor during the 
last year than for the five previous years, This 
society is supported by the voluntar) 
donations of our cilizens,and they confine their 
assistance to the poor within the city—stranger ! 
must be in the direst need to obtain assistance 
from us. Will not the people of this flourishing 
city come to our aid—or think you it is incun- 
bent on the few to continue this herculean lJa- 
bor. For nearly three years tnis deserted few 
have battled elmost sing!e-handed against the 
most deplorable destitution; they quailed not 
when their appeals were met with a heartless 
refusal or a coarse rebuff, but with a conscious- 
ness of right they offered the contemptuous de 
niai and the disdeinful repulse on the altar of 
daty. And will you not rally to their assist- 
ance? Remember that the Scriptures read: 
“He who giveth to the poor lendeth tothe 
Lord.” If you are satisfied with this cl ss of se- 
curity hesitate not another moment The 
speaker closed with an earnest appeal to the 
community to aid in the noble work. &c.

We fiad in all the theories ef political econo. 
my of nations both ancient and modern, that 
the question of a distribution of labor for the 
relief of poverty was well. understood and dis- 
cus ed. The late Napoleon saw the necessity of 
employing the poverty-stricken inhabitants of 
the faubourgs, a class to whom riot is pastime 
and revolution is profit, the social volcano that 
cap in a day set Paris ablaze and steep France in 
bloodshed. But employment is not an antidote 
for poverty; employment cannot restore sight to 
the blind; employment cannot repiace a sever. 
ed limb, nor make sound the paralyzed—but it 
is 3 powerfuland salutary ene as far as it goes. 
The question is how to utilize it so that the 
greatest amount of poverty may be relieved. 
And one person cannot doit. Organization ia the 
only way by which it can be accomplished. 
Before the organization of the Benevolent soci 
ety, this.city wasinfested with a swarm of street 
beggars. No  citizeus escaped their im- 
portunity. No  heusehold was sacred 
from their intrusion. They did not ask for 
werk—they said it is menial to work, and inva- 
riably spoke of the opulence in which they lived 
before the war. The speaker hoped that he 
would not be accused of extravagant language 
when he asserted that all the money, clothing, 
food and otner things that have been given to 
street beggars without strict investigation were 
bestowed on canting hypocritical vultures— 
pests on the eommunity who thrive by the gifts 
of misap plied charity and who luxuriate in idle 
ness, filth, sensuality and crime. Organization 
is the only shield against imposition. Profes 
sional beggars do not dare to apply to this soci- 
ety for relief. Every ward of the city is under 
the surveillance of a committee.who rigidly in- 
vestigate each application fur assistance. It is 
asked, is there really much destitution ia the 
city? Go with the officers of this society ‘nto 
the hovels of disease and starvation and you 
will answer the question. Then go to the cem- 
modious home supported for the relief of this 
suff.ring, and see the soft beds and glowing fires 
and woman’s tender hands ever ready to succor 
the afflicted. Itis again asked, why not take in 
the others also from their hovels? Fecause 
thus far the citizens of Atlauta have with- 
held the power of doing it, by not coming to 
its aid. 

The history and objects of this association are 
too well known toreview. A change in the work 
would be desirable, by which especial »ttention 
could bé given to women and girls, sick and 
fr.epdiess, with no means of support, end the 
work of the association gradually concentrated 
to this end last year. 

From March 1, 1874 to November 1, 1875, two 
hundred families were relieved with food, fuel 
and clothing, and in rare inmances, with sma)l 
donations of Money. 

The amount collected by ward committees 
was $924 35; from city couneil, $30; from enter- 
tainrents, $442 70; from private donations 
$184 90 Disbursements for the Hone, $1,222 67; 
outside relief, $492 30. Balance in treasury No-

DIRECT TRADE AND IMMIGRATION, 


The committee on this subject report: 

Whereas, direct trade with Europe has been a 
cherished policy with the people of the south 
and advocated for half a century by her. states 
men, and the introduction of en intelligent class 
of immigrants in the light af the history of all 
of the American states especially must pe re- 
garded as the aid and promoter of direct trade— 
the key to our financial independence and agri-

state to give such aid as will 
secure this object, provided the amount re- 
quired does not exceed $1(0,000. 

Reso)ved, That,we earnestly recommend to his 
exeellency the governor, that he bring this mat- 
ter to the attention of the legislatare, and urge 
upon that body the adoption of such measures 
as will secure its speedy accomplishment. 

Resolved, That we have heard with pleasure 
the plan for the establishment of such a line of 
sieamers between Sayannah and Liverpool, pro- 
posed to the governor by J.C Gardiner, on the 
part of certain parties in England, and that it 
meets our hearty appreval. 

Resolved, ‘Ihat a copy of these resolutions be 
sent to the governor, to the president of the sen- 
ate and speaker of the house, with a request 1» 
lay them before heir respec ive houses at tle 
approaching sersion. 

ON FERTILIZERS. 

To the question “ will summercial fertilizers 
at the present prices pay,’’ the committee say: 
The margin of profits on the use of fertilizers is 
so sinall that unless judicious preparation and 
cultivation of the soil be had farmers had better 
not use them. 

The committee answer the question ‘‘Can a 
¢ieap compost be had’’ by saying: Yes The 
body of compost heaps exists on all farms, ia 
stable and barn-yard manures, cotton seed, &c 
Phosphate should be used to decompose the 
body. Ali acid phosphates are good. Their 
relative value dependson their solubility and 
the per cent, of phosphoric acid contained.
